A Crisis.In Cotton. 

The eighth annual convention of the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation ‘opened at Washington May 
11. In his address President Heath 
called attention to the present crisis of 
the cotton industry owing to the high 
price ih coniiectiog with the apathy of 
trade in the manufactured article. He 
believed that the rise of the staple 
should have been followed by a rise in 
cotton goods. He claimed that the in- 
exorable law of supply and demand 
had established cotton’s high figure. 
Secretary Cortelyou said that the chief 
problem was to widen the field fer cot- 
ton products in all parts of the world. 
Theodore Price, the bear. leader, insist- 
ed -that the speculator was a factor al- 
ways to be reckoned with. 

Another Through Trolley. 

Trips through by trolley and boat is 
the new condition of transportation be- 
tween the Quaker City.and New York 
which was inaugurated by the Public 
Service Corporation and the Delaware 
Navigation company May 13, when 
through trolley cars were scheduled to 
run from Jersey City to Trenton, where 
close connections are made with steam- 
boat on the Delaware for Philadelphia. 
The trolley trip requires about four 
hours and a half and the boat trip 
four hours. This service is in line with 
the policy already adopted by western 
trolley systems. ‘ 


Wright’s Price Statistics. 

We now have official testimony to the 
increased cost of living. The facts are 
contained in a bulletin just issued by 
United States Commissioner of Labor 
Carroll 0. Wright. The comparison is 
made between wholesale prices of all 
commodities in 1903 and the preceding 
thirteen years.

Among 
these are variation in harvest, change 
in demand, taxation changes, use of 
substitutes, improved methods, cheaper 
transpoéPfation, speculation, labor or- 
ganization. Most of the trust made 
products are recorded as being much 
higher, thus refuting the theory that 
the trusts tend to lower prices. 
Much Winter Wheat Killed. ‘ 
The most important part of the May 
crop report was the estimate of 4,982,- 
000 acres of winter wheat killed owing 
to the severity of the past season. This 
is many times more than the acreage 
killed last year.

Record Gold Export. 

There has been an unusual outgoing 
of gold from this country during the 
past month. With $9,000,000 sent May 
12 on the Lorraine,-the total from New 
York since April 8 amounts to $28,- 
975,000. 

Canada Buys Our Steel. 

The steel trust has secured a con- 
tract for $1,250,000 worth of structural 
steel to be used in building steel 
freight sheds at the harbor of Montreal 
for the Canadian government. 

The Iron Age says that the demand 
for finished steel is very light and the 
prospects are for a quiet summer Mar- 
ket. 

Lake Shcre’s Income Less. 

Officers of the Lake Shore and Micb- 
igan Southern railway were re-elected 
by the directors at New York, May 


12, and the financial statement of the 
last fiscal year was given out. The 
gross income amounted to $9,339,795, or 
nearly a $1,000,000 less than the pre- 
vious year. The net income was over 
$2,000,000 less than the year before. 


Japanese Bonds Taken. 

The subscription list for $25,000,000 
of the imperial Japanese § per cent 
loan was opened at New York, when 
the loan was soon oversubscribed. The 
large life insurance companies were 
applicants for heavy amounts. 


Success of Russian Loan. *s 

French sympathy and the belief in 
Russia's eventual success were evinced 
by the prompt subscription of Russia’s 
$160,000,000 war loan at Paris. These 
bonds were not to be offered in Amer- 
ica.

Lake Commerce Tied Up. 

After the conference between the 
Lake Carriers and the Masters and Pi- 
lots’ association at Cleveland May 7 
had ended abruptly without reaching 
a settlement of the existing differences 
regarding the wage scale, the bulk of 
traffic on the great lakes was tied up 
pending a referendum’ vote by the 
Masters and Pilots. This vote was 
taken May 11 and resulted in favor of 
rejecting the proposition of the car- 
riers to grant an increased wage. The 
association controls 70 per cent of the 
yessels on the great lakes. 


New Haven Strike Averted. 

President Mellen of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad 
gave notice May 10 that the troubles 
between the various shopmen and his 
company had been adjusted. He said 
the question of an advance in wages 
had been dropped by the men in view 
of the business depression and the fact 
that they were already getting more 
money than the employees of any other 
system in,.the east. _He said much 
good had conte from the conferences be- 


twéeh the union committees and the 
officials so that the working relations 


were smoother than before. 


Bridge Strike Quickly Over. . 

The grievance which caused a threat- 
ening strike against the American 
Bridge company’ at Pittsburg last 
week was adjusted at a conference 
between the mén and their employers. 
The latter agreed to remove thirty non- 
union men employed on a bridge at 
Corrall, Pa. The men at once resumed 
work and this means the prompt com- 
pletion of the Wabash line into Pitts- 
burg.

New. Snake Bite Antidote. 

At the annual banquet of the Associa- 
tion of American Physicians at Wasb- 
ington, May 10; the success of Dr, No- 
guchi of Japan in discovering a positive 
antidote for rattlesnake venom was an- 


nounced by Dr. 8S. 
Philadelphia. Dr. Noguchi has been 
making his experiments under the 
Carnegie grant at Copenhagen. The 
Noguchi serum is obtained from the 
blood of goats after successive inocula- 
tions with the snake venom. The dis- 
coverer believes that this will lead .to 
the finding of other poison cures and 
that before long the serums will be 
piaced on sale in regions where the 
rattlesnake is troublesome. 


A Boat For Air or Water.
